Capturing Wild Horges. 

A large mob of wildhonea it descried 
commg toward the riden over a diatant 

rise. As tln\v draw near and see tliom- 
Belves headed by mounted men, thev 
wheel iliarplT on one aide, and, witn 
manes and taus streamiDg in the wiml, 
and their ilanks shining with moisture, 
they gallop off in another direction, but 
only to find t m inies wherever tliey turn. 
At last, iu desperation, they make 
straight tor the widest gap they see in 
the mole. The two men between whom 
they hope to escape leap off their back 
horses, which tliey quickly hobble aud 
leave loose, and, mounting barebacked 
on the spare one, wait for the right mo- 
ment for closiiis; ill on the flyiuf^ and al- 
ready distressed baguales as they make 
their final rush. If they do so too soon, 
of course the mob sw«>rv<'s to one side, 
and passes Ijeliiud the huuttr; but, if 
they manage well, tlie two simultaneously 
elcse iu on the drove, boleadoraain hand, 
ready to cast; and at the moment the 
horoes pass each singles out a good look- 
ing colt, whirls the balls ronnd his head, 
and, letting fly, entangl s them ronnd 
both liii.d legs so effeettiany that the vic- 
tim, aft^r straggling onward some fifty 
yards, is obliged to submit, and falls 
h( avily over. After the first cast the 
hunter presses on close to the heels of 
the escaping mob, and, loosening his 
second pair from round iiis waist, often 
secures another colt. Then Ik dismounts, 
aud, after tying the proi^trate animal's 
fc«e hoofs close together with some of 
the many rawliide tliotigs about his per- 
son or his horse, he leaves it, struggling 
but secure, and resumes his place in the 
circle as l)ef ore, in case there is more 
game still within it. And here let me 
give a briel description ol the buleaduras, 
for it is these that are chiefly used — and 
not tht' lasso, asi.s commonly su})pDSi d — 
for carching the wild horses ol the 
Pampa. Three double- twisted thongs of 
raw iiorse^hide, eeoh about three feet six 
inches long, are softenetl by mbl i and 
working them in the hands, and when iu 
a pliant state, are tied together af one end. 
At the other end of one is fastened a 
8to:ie bal\ covered with hide, and shaped 
BO as to fit the grasp of the hands; and to 
the other two ends are IkhukI wooden 
balls (of the .size of a small croquet one), 
also cased in hide. Grasuiug firmly the 
stone one, the hnnter whirls the others 
around his head, and, when the right 
moment has arrived, he lets go (as a boy 
does half his sling), and the three balls 
twist the thongs arouud whatever they 
arf thrown at. But to resume. After 
all the baguales inclosed have esoajped or 
been caught, we look after the ostnohe-*, 
which liitvc, as a lule, remained, hiding 
them.S' Ives about the middle of the cir- 
cle. Any who mav have singly tried to 
run off preTionidy have been allowed to 
do so; but if a troop should have made a 
rush (dtiriug the horse hunt), three or 
four of the men pursue and generally 
bag one apieoe. Many others will drop 
into the low gross, hoping not to V>e seen, 
but the corredores are t<M> keen-sighted 
and experienced, aud, galloping up and 
down, they beat the ground likei?paniels, 
shouting and whistling, uutil the birds 
are flnahed, one by one, and have to run 
for it On these expeditions any deer 
and guanacoe *(» species of llama) are 
not hunted; only so when neither bagu- 
ales nor oitrionet have been Ineioied.'—

1 Bolt From a Clear Sky, 

The Hawaiian earthquake of 1837 is 
described for the first time by an eye 
witness, in Missionary Coan's new book. 
On the 7th ot November, 1837, at the 
evening prayers, we were startled br % 
heavy thud and a sudden jar, of ,&ie. 
earth. The sound was like the fall of 
some vast body upon the beach, and in a 
few seconds the noise ot mitigled voices 
rising for a mile along the shore thrilled 
us like the wail of d«>om. Instantly this 
was followed by a like wail from all the 
native houses around us. I immediatdy 
ran down to the sea, wliere a scene of 
wild rum was spread out before me ; the 
sea, moved by an unseen hand, had, all ' 
on a sudden, risen in a gifraiitic wave, 
and this wave, rushing iu with tiie speed 
of a racehorse, bad fallen upon the 
shore, sweeping everything not more 
than fifteen or twenty feet above high- 
water into indiscriminate ruiu. Houses, 
furniture, fuel, tim^, canoes, food, 
clothing, everything floated wiMly upon 
the flood. About two huinlrtd people, 
^m the old man aud woman ot three 
score years and ten to the new-b jrn in- 
fant, stripped of tlieir earthly all, were 
struggling in the tumultuous waves. 

So sudden and unt xp. cted was the 
cataRfroi>he that the people along the 
shore were lito' ally " eating an.! drink- 
ing," and they "knew not until the flood 
came and swept them all away.'* Tht 
harbor was full of strngglers calling fof 
help, while frantic parents and children, 
wives and husbands ran to and fro along 
the beach seeking for their lost ones. As 
wave after wave came in and r.-tired the 
strngglers were brought near the shore, 
where the mors vigorous landed with 
desperate efforts aud the weaker and ex- 
hausted were carried back upon the re- 
treating wave, soipcjta sink and rise no 
more till the noise ol judgment 
them.

Lane was sitting in the chair, as stated, 
and was half asle^^p when Howman came 
down the street armed with a douhle-bar- 
2.45 1 rel shot gun, and when nearly opposite 
Lane, he exclaimed "lookout!" and tired 
the contents of one barrel into his body 
striking him Just above the heart. He ran 
for about thirty feet and fell dead. 

There is no reason at present known for 
this murder, otiier than that Lane had 
beaten Bowman in the riice tor city Mar- 
shal at the last election. i3omiQ has late- 
ly been drinking very hard. 

After the shooting Bowman escaped and 
concealed himself in a cornfield within 
the city limits, belonging to his brother, 
where he >cas captured and subsequently 
lodged in the Brooksville jail. 

The deceased was a brother of Mr. Isaac 
Lane, of your city, and leaves a wife and 
several children. He was a member of 
Confidence Lodge, No. 46, I. O. 0. F., of 
this place. Bowman was married also, 
(ind has a wife and two children. 

The feeling against Uowman in this 
community is very bitter, and there are 
som^ apprehensions that violence way 
done him.

Letter From Nebraska. 

Falls City. Nkb., July 21, 1881. 

Editor Bulletin : Thinking perhaps a lit- 
tle news from Nebraska would be acct^pted 
from one of our boys, I will endeavor to 
give you a little. You see we live in Ne- 
braska, that way off place where people 
live in dugouts, wear leather breeches with 
turkey feathers up the side, ride little 
ponies and herd cattle. That is what a 
^reat many think. But it is no such thing. 
We are not out of civilization, neither do 
we wear buckskin pants, nor herd cattle 
for a living. 

The ueople of Nebraska, wear good 
clothes,nave80inethinggood to eat and live 
in very respectable houses. A few weeks 
ago, one could drive out four or five miles 
and look for hours and never grow weary.

Bed Wash for Bricks. — To remove 
tlie green thet gatben on bridle pour 

over them boiling water in "which any 
▼egetablee not greasy have been boiled. 
B^»eftt for e few dajs, and green will 
dieeppear. For the red wash melt one 
ounce of ghie in one gallon water ; while 
hot add alum size of egg, one-balf pound 
Venetian red, one pound Bpaaieh brown. 
Try it ; if too light, add more red and 
brown. If too dark, water it. 

To Paint an Ou> House.— Take 
three gallone water and one pint flax* 

seed ; boil half an Innir ; take it off and 
add water enough to make four gallons ; 
let it stand to settle ; pour off the water 
in a pail, and put in enough of Spaninh 
white to make it as thick as whitewa h ; 
then add one-hnlf pint linseed oil ; stir 
it well and apply with a bmsh. If the 
whi ling does not mix r« adily add more 
water. Flaxseed, havmg the nature of 
oil| if better than glue, and will not 
wash off as nmUIt* 

To Soften the Hands. — One can have 
the hands in Koapsnds with soft soap 
without injury to the tskin, if the hands 
•re dipped in vinegar or lemon juice im- 
mediately after. The aci Is de^trov the 
oorrosive eifec s of the alkali, a id make 
the hands soft and white. Indiitn meal 
and vinegar or lemon juice n^- d on 
hands when rougheuod by cold or lador 
will heal and soiteu them. Kul» the 
hands in this; then wash oU' thoroughly 
and rub in glycerine. Tnose wlio Miifer 
from chapped hands wiil Hud th.B com- 
forting. 

STAiKmo Wood.— Apple, pear, and 

walnut wood, if fiue-grained, m iy be 
stained I > lack bv the following process. 
Boil in a glazed or enamelled uron vessel 
with water foar ounces of ground gall- 
nuts, one ounce of logwood chips, and 
halt au ounce each ol green vitriol and 
erystalfl of vOrdigria. Filter while 
warm, and brush the wood over with 
this rapidly. Dry and brush over with 
strong cold solution of acetate of iron, 
and dry. Repeat this several times, 
and finally dry in an oven at a moder- 
ate temfjeiature, and oil or varnihh. 

To Wash White Lace Edoino. — 
Have a quart bottle covered with linen, 
stitched smo^^thly to tit the shape. Be- 
gin at the bottom and wind the lace 
ftbont it, basthig ftet al both edges, 
even the minutest p<^t, to the linen. 
Wush on the bottle, soaping it well, 
rinse by pluuging iu a pail of clear 
water, and boil as you would a white 
handkerchief, bottle and all. Set in 
the hot sun to dry. When quite dry, 
dip the basting threads and use the 
lace without ironing. If neatly btaled 
on, it will look nearly m well as new— 
if not quite. 

Washino Made East.—I soak mr 
oloUies over night ; iu the morning I flfi 
my washboiler half full of water, and 
place it on the stove to heat, throwmg in 
• handful of soft soapv or aboat two 
ounces of hard ; I then wring out the 
soaked clothes, soap the dirty parts, aud 
by this time the water is hot ; put them 
in and let them l)oil titteen minutes, 
stirring often ; I now take out and put 
them iu cold water, wash oat the suds ; 
if any <£rt remains, give it a few mbs 
and it is gone ; I rinse them good in 
plenty of water, aud my clothes are as 
white and clean as those that have gone 
through a long process of tubbing. I 
have washed my clothes this way for 
ten years, and they have never turned 
yellpw.
